‘Contact With Moon' 


SYDNEY, Australia, Nov. 7 — 
. INS —- Australian s c i e n t i s t * 
claimed 
today that 
they 
“con­ 
tacted” the moon with radar In 
tests similar to those successfully 
conducted by the U. S. Army Sig­ 
nal Corps early last year. 
The nev. lunar contact was de­ 
clared established by ’bouncing” a 
radar beam off the satellite, more 
than 235,900 miles away, from a 
signal station set up at Victoria. 
Scientists attached to the Aus­ 
tralian Council for Scientific and 
Industrial Research recorded “brit­ 
tle. compact echoes” on special 
equipment in Sydney for a half 
hour after the first beam 
was 
thrown at the moon. 
It took approximately two and 
a half seconds for the signal to 
bounce back.

“we dig up his bones and make dice of them ’. 
I’m suggesting that 
this—symbolically at least—may become the fate of Oswald Spengler, 
the fatalistic old German who predicted 30 years ago that “The Decline 
of the West ' was about to set in and that what we know as Democratic 
Capitalism was headed for the historical ash can. 
Prediction Gets Its Rumps 
Oswald, now dead these 11 years, must have rested v ery uncom- 
fortablv during the past several weeks when his prediction was getting 
its bumps in half a dozen European countries. 
Political tests nave re­ 
cently been held in England, France. Switzerland, Italy. Denmark and 
Norway. 
In all these countries the issue was clearly drawn—Western 
ideas of Democracy vs. some form of Russian radicalism. 
In none of 
the countries was the Left able to do more than hold its own. 
The 
over-all result was an unmistakable trend to the Right. 
Foolish it may be to interpret these results as a world movement, 
but this much can safely be said—the world still seems quite unready 
to submit without resistance to the Spenglerian fate. 
This fact alone 
would have been hard for Oswald to swallow. 
Like his fellow-pessi- 
mists of the present day. Oswald believed that man could never be mas­ 
ter of his fate. 
History, as Oswald saw it, was a series of cycles which 
swept mankind remorselessly from one era to the next, whether or not 
mankind chose to go for the ride. 
This, in fact, is the basic belief of 
persons who pretend to recognize Communism as the “wave of the 
future”. 
It does not enter their collective minds that Democracy itself 
gives the lie to this theory. 
Wherever freedom exists, it exist# for the 
simple reason that men have defied fate and have mad themslves mas­ 
ters of their destiny. 
Communism On Ebb Tide 
That seems to be what is going on today despite many setbacks* 
discouragements and pressure to do otherwise. 
To all appearances 
Communism reached its high-water mark during the first two years 
immediately following World War II. 
There are indications now that 
the Red tide is on the ebb. 
No doubt it will carry with it the wreck# 
of weaker political structures. 
But we now have good reason to be­ 
lieve that tile breakw aters of Democracy, here and abroad, have wit li­ 
st ood the worst of it. 
How else to interpret the most recent test? 
Elections in 392 Eng­ 
lish cities and towns last week showed an astonishing victory for 
Winston Churciylis Conservative Party. 
How else to account lor the 
refusal in France and elsewhere of Socialists to make common cause 
with their Left Wing cousins, the Communists? 
These examples of 
the ebbing radical tide are re-emphasized by what is happening almost 
daily in the Lnited Nations Assembly where the Soviet bloc makes 
plently of noise but no progress. 
The same trend is evident on the 
domestic scene. 
Left Wingers, despite efforts to wrap themselves in 
the American flag, are rapidly losing both face and sympathy. 
Al­ 
though the Thomas Committee on Un-American Activities did much to 
stir underdog sentiments for the Hollywood Lefties, the second sober 
thought of the American people seems to be a delayed reaction against 
the men ashamed or afraid to admit membership to Commie organiza­ 
tion«.
